George Crook's connection with

West was written yesterday morning, 
when relatives and friends, 
comrades 


and ex-comrades-in-arms gathered from 
far and near around hia bier in the par- 
lor of the Grand Pacific Hotel to breathe 
a final farewell to all that was mortal 
of the great Indian fighter, and then to 
escort the remains on the first stage o( 
the journey to the grave in Maryland's 
soil. 
All "night long the casket was 


guarded by a detail of officers from the 
Western posts who had been summoned 
here by the late General to servo upon 
the Steclc court-martial. 


At six o'clock the help in all depart- 


ments of the hotel and with whom 
General Crook had been very popular 
paid their last tribute of respect to his 
memory, and shortly afterwards the 
doors wore opened to the public.

time onto one o'clock a steady 


stream of people of both sexes, whita 
and colored, millionaires and laborers, 
and to a total of over five thousand, 
filed past the casket, which was sur- 
rounded with a large number of ex- 
quisite lloral tributes.

remarkably busy one. 
He was born in 


Fort Franklin, 0., October 4, 1809. lie 
was first elected to Congress in 1843 and 
served four terms and until 1851, when 
he was sent by President Filmoro as 
Minister to Brazil. When tho civil wat 
broke out he promptly offered his serv- 
ices and was one of the first Brigadier

and division commander until Decem- 
ber, 1S04, when he resigned to again re- 
sume his seat in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


General Schenck was re-elected in

During his lust 


four terms in Congress he filled 11 num- 
ber of important positions in the House, 
and rendered distinguished services as 
chairman of the committee on military 
affairs and of the ways and means com- 
mittee.

Resigning his post as 


Minister in 1876, General Schenck re- 
turned to Washington where he has 
since resided.

Temporary Trouble on the Citi- 


zens Electric Line—New 


Men on Duty 


A dozen or more motor and trolly men 


in the employ of the Citizens' Electric 
Street Railway company, who had peti- 
tioned the company for a raise of wages 
from S40 a month to 812 a week, quit 
work Sunday morning and are now idle, 
other and lees experienced men taking 
their placee. The cars were run out half 
an hour late and are making reatonablj 
good time without accident. 


The petition was handed m last week, 


and Manager Ferguson tol'l the men that 
the answer would be given on Sundii} 
morning 
At that lime in the name of 


the company a propobition wua submitted 
to the men 
It is the same as the Peona 


contract with street car men, where about 
50 men are on tha pa) roll. 


In substance the offer was to increase 


the wages of the men to 815 b a month, 
or 81050 n week, to require them to pur- 
chase uniforms by April 1st, the company 
to provide cap« and badges, to assist nil 
men not able to buy euita by letting 
them pay out on weekly payments of 
$100 and $200 
Every num was also 


required to put up §10 or file a bond in 
that amount aa security for faithful and 
careful performance of dut> and handling 
of the care, the company to pay interest 
on the money and return the money m 
iaee of termination of service. It wue 
'urther required that the motor men 
should have good watches and (,'ive two 
weeks' notice in raise of intention of leuv- 
ng the service of the compnnj 
It was 


alno required that the men should bine 
enough money to make change on the 
cars from daj to day. In all cases where 
ihe men were not prepared to meet the 
requirements, the company offered to md 
.hem financially on ens> terms 


The men as stated wanted §1J a 


week, but after consultation all offered to 
go to work nt the raise to 810.50, but 
hey refused to sign the conditions or 
sontract. One or two men who had asked 
or the raise but had not agreed to strike 
went to work, and new men took the 
ilaces of those, who quit work. Manugpr 
'erguson had charge of a uir in person 
or awhile. 


THE SITUATION" TO-DA\. 


Cars appeared to be running on sched- 


ule time, and there is no serious mter- 
erence with the business oo tlie line. It 
rill take a few dajs for the new men to 
:et the hang of the business. As jet the 
people are scarcely aware from the rim- 
ing of the cais that the old men are off 
uty. 
The strikers state that the conditions 
re too severe in their requirements, and 
bat a compliance with them would be 
oo great a hardship. Rather tknn sub- 
m't they quit work and will seek other 
mplcyment. 
Manager Ferguson stilted this morning 
liat he deeply regretted the trouble but 
e thought he wns fair with the men in 
ffermg them easy terms to mer>t the re- 
uirements. He had intended to hi»e 
he men buy uniforms last fall but put it 
ff until this spring, when he thought 
lost of them would need new s-iits »ny- 
ow. He said further tlhit he < tfered the 


men as good wages as could be bad at 
'eona, and that the amount was as great 
s the business would warrant. He said 
bat he was sorry some of the men had
